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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 104 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by USP 
5,262,128 ('128). 

In figures 9 and 10 the '128 patent discloses a frame (25) having one or a 
plurality of penetration members (3), which is bought into contact with a plate (12) 
having pits (18) which are capable of holding a nucleus, as shown in figure 3. The frame 
(25) coupled with the top surface of the plate (12) form a well and the concave areas 
(18) form the pit as claimed. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's argument that the previously identified pits (16) in the '128 patent are 
not capable of holding a nucleus per the disclosure (col. 5, lines 37-52) is persuasive. 
However, an alternative embodiment of the disclosure is considered to anticipate the 
claims per the rejection above. 

Applicant's comments regarding the rejection of claims 105,106, are persuasive 
and the rejection withdrawn. 
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Applicant's arguments that the USP 5,256,376 patent fails to teach or suggest a 
plurality of ports capable of affixing MEMS devices is persuasive and the rejection 
withdrawn. 

The amendments to the specification and claims have overcome the objections 
to the drawings and claims. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 12,14-137 are allowed. 

Claims 105-1 1 1 , 138-140 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
